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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

The office action of January 21, 2009 has been carefully reviewed and these remarks 
are responsive thereto. Reconsideration and allowance of the instant application are 
respectfully requested. Claims 1, 9, 13. 15. 17. 20 and 29 are pending in this application. 
Claims 2-8, 10-12, 14, 16, 18, 19, and 21-28 are canceled. 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's telephone discussion today regarding claim 28. 
Accordingly, clann 28 has been canceled and replaced with new independent clann 29. 

Claims 17 and 20 stand rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, as indefinite. 
Clann 17 has been amended to correct the recitation of R and include "Q." Clann 20 has 
been amended to recite "uf instead of "a" Withdrawal of this rejection is requested. 

Claims 1-20, 22-24. and 26-27 stand rejected under 35 USC 112. first paragraph, as 
non-enabling for the term "solvates." 

Solvates and hydrates have been deleted from the claims. Withdrawal of this 
rejection is requested. 

Claims 13. 15. and 28 are objected to as improper form as benig a multiple dependent 
clann. Claims 13 and 15 hav e been amended to recite definitions ni each claim. Claim 28 
has been rewritten as new independent claim 29. Withdrawal of this rejection is requested.

All rejections having been addressed, applicants respectfully submit that the instant 
application is in condition for allowance, and respectfully solicit prompt notification of the 
same.
